I spent a day in the North Carolina 
department at Raleigh two weeks ago. 
I got the figures direct from the audi- 
tor. 

Then why should anybody with good 
sense and with honest motive try to 
fool the people with misstatements— 
such as “Georgia has more concrete 
paving than North Carolina,” and 
“North Carolina pays much more for 
her paving than Georgia,” and “North 
Carolina has herself heavily mort- 
gaged, and taxes are high,” and all 
that sort of stuff. 

What are the facts? 
carefully— 

North Carolina has only issued 
$85,000,000 in highway bonds. The 
state is the highway unit. Hence her 
highways are coordinated. The state 
imposes no property tax whatever. 
The gasoline tax is the same as Geor- 
gia, + cents. The license fees are 
relatively the same. The state takes 
in from her gasoline and license taxes 
alone sufficient funds.to pay the in- 
terest on all her state highway bonds, 
establish the legal sinking fund each 
year and provide a surplus of $3,500,- 
OOO (as in 1925) for further con- 
struction on the state system, more 
than Georgia has—surplus, mind you 
—in her entire state aid road fund, 
independent of the federal and county 
and maintenance ‘units. 

Does it pay? Let's see the figures 
—and again I ask the public to check 


me closely— 


And listen 


1925 automobile registrations totaling 
256.346 (as against Georgia's 247,- 
938) and the gasoline tax amounted 
to $6,002,378 (as against Georgias 
$4,081,207) and license fees amount- 
el to $5,281,636 (as against Georgia's 
$3,010,885.) 

Did you get the. figures and paral- 
lel the comparisons? ‘Then don’t for- 
vet that Georgia is a third larger than 
North Carolina in_ square miles and 
has a population of relatively 500,000 
more than North Carolina. 

Don’t forget also that Georgia had 
nerhaps ten_ tourist automobiles pay- 
ing gasoline taxes in 1925 to North 
Carolina's one, by reason of the 
Florida movement. 

What is the answer to these com- 
parisons? ‘The greater a state’s mile- 
age of paved highways the greater the 
number of state-owned automobiles, 
the greater the increments from the 
automobile taxes, and the greater the 
ability of a state to utilize credit, 
build a system of- paved highways 
complete, and carry and retire them 
without one dollar of direct taxation 
against any individual—as there is 
under the Georgia system of letting 
the counties do the bonding.

| Clark Howell, Sr., Speake 
To Charlotte Rotarians 
On State Progressiveness | 


From the Charlotte (N. C.) News. 

The remarks of Honorable Clark Howell, 
the distinguished editor and publisher of 
The Atlanta Constitution, at the meeting 
Tuesday of local Rotarians touching upon 
the marvels of the progress of North Caro- 
lina were eloquent with the ring of hon- 
esty and sincerity. : 

So many things are sometimes said by 
visitors concerning the community in which, 
forsooth,. they may be for the time visit- 
ing, or the state whose hospitality they 
are temporarily enjoying, that it is re- 
freshing to sit under the fervor of an 
address containing such references that one 
immediately concludes come from the heart 
and not a mere manufacture of flattery. 

Mr. Howell’s address was thus  im- 
pressive. One could tell while listening 
that he was not indulging in mere mush, 
and those who hare been keeping up with 
his virlle editorial expression in The Con- 
stitution had a double reason for knowing 
that he meant every word he said about 
the greatness and genius of North Carolina, 
for Mr. Howell, within these past few 
years, has been a continuous booster of 
North Carolina. 

The purpose, of course, in Mr. Howell's 
continued harping upon the wonders of North 
Carolina, has been to get his own sate of 
Georgia, for whose higher interests and 
upbuilding he has been A&A distinguished la- 
borer for two generations on his great 
journal, to emulate the example that North 
Carclina has set, so that Georgia, too, 
might eventually enjoy the same sort of 
prosperity and development that is so pe- 
culiarly a possession of North Carolina 
today. 

‘“‘You have a wonder-state,’’ Mr. Howell 
told the Rotarians, ‘‘a state that is being 
talked about and admired from coast to 
coast, a-~state that is the envy of every 
neighbor of yours in the south and the 
despair of many in other sections of the 
United States. And you have become this 
great, marvelous commonwealth by doing 
what Georgia and every other southern 
state ought to do—ntllizing your credit.”’ 

Mr. Howell's remarks in this connection 
were interesting. He said that Georgia 
probably possessed as much collateral as 
North Carolina, bad about as much natural 
wealth behind it and abounded in such 
resources as North Carolina, but that the 
reason Georgia has remained behind while 
North Carolina shot ahead was because it 
was afraid to use its credit. 

That, of course, has been the _ secret 
of this state's growth and expansion. What 
it has today in the way of the new ad- 
vantages, in higher educational institutions 
that rank with any in the United States, 
in common-school opportunities, in  high- 
ways that are a source of joy and pride 
and in’ all the other evidences of the 
state's surging spirit of progress—all of 
these have been achieved and possessed 
by the utilization of the state's credit, or, 
as we more intimately call it sometimes, 
going in debt. 

As the eminent Atlanta publisher said, 
the state’s refusal to utilize its credit for 
public advantages and necessities held North 
Carolina: back three-quarters of a century 
and is still bolding Georgia back. Ile 
traced this retarding influence back to the 
days of Nathaniel Macon, who laid down 


the dictum while he was governor of North 
Carolina that a state should pay as it 
goes in furnishing such necessities as were 
demanded by the people, and that unless 
the state could pay for these improvements 
as it went, it should do without. 

Georgia, he declared, is still obsessed 
with that idea and although it owes only 
$6,000,000 in bonds and has one railroad 
that is worth $20,000,000,—owing less, by 
the way, in bonds than the city of Char- 
lotte, it is still content to try to run its 
government by a direct ievy for sich in- 
come as ia necessary for the maintenance 
of the affairs of the state. 

Of course, it can’t do that successfully. 
North Curolina would never have had Tts 
good ronds if it had contented itself with 
getting them built out of funds derivable 
from direct tax levies, nor its educational 
institutfons, nor any of the other assets 
it boasts today, the majority of all of which 
have been possessed because the state used 
its credit, sold its bonds, got the money 
and went out and got what its statesmen 
thought the people ought to have. 

And whatever these improvements and 
these processes of progress have cost, as 
Mr. Hlowell said, and he said he didn't 
know what they cost. neither did he care,

could possibly have made, because it has 
been an investment that has given the state 
multiplied assets and resources and = en- 
abled it to shake loose from ancient 
shackles and. run forth with strength 
of the giant.

roads to keep up—and that the board 
has. allocated the license money for 
that purpose? Is it wot a fact that 
the attorney general made it clear 
your board could not take from a 
county a penny of that licease fee 
allocated to state aid in any other 
county? 

Is it not true, John, that the high- 
way law of 1921 specifically provides 
that every dollar of money for road 
purposes accruing to your board from 
any source shall be allocated to coun- 
ties according to their respective road 
mileage, and only spent—under your 
board’s direction—within those coun- 
ties? 

Is it not true, John, that your board 
today is operating unconstitutionally 


—and in defiance of the law—a law 
which I claim is basically wrong in 
making the county the unit in the 
building of a coordinated state system 
instead of making the state the unit. 

You know it is true, John, and yet 
in order to retain a “system’’ that is 
saturated with polities, and that is 
making Georgia talked about unfavor- 
ably from coast to coast, you plead 
for the retention of that which your 
own better judgment tells you is not 
only unsound a‘ad impracticable, but 
rotten tothe core. 

One more question, John— 

Did you read the last published 
statement of Thomas H. MacDonald, 
chief of the bureau of public roads? 
If so, did he not use the following 
language: 

“The outlook for the new year is 
encouraging, but there is still a great 
need for a considerable number of the 
southern states to establish their high- 
way departments on a firmer basis 
and to support these departments with 
state funds rather than to depend 
upon the counties to support the ex: 
penditures necessary for the improve- 
ment of the state road systems, which 
in general are coincident with the fed- 
eral-aid highways in each state.’’ 

Did you know that he had reference 
specifically to Georgia in that state- 


ment, and has warned your depart-

| My Story of Atlanta 


CHAPTER LV. 
Atlanta's Park System. 

Modern principles of communal life 
place the lungs of the people upon an 
equal basis with their stomachs. Both 
are essential to their well being. 
Parks are twined with the marke‘s. 

The first park in Atlanta was in 
the block bounded by Pryor, Decatur, 
Wall and Loyd streets, fronting the 
now Union Station. The land was 
part of the donation by Samuel 
Mitchell for the use of the railroads. 
They granted it subsequently to the 
use of the city for a public* park and 
in 1858 the mayor and council made 
appropriations fer its improvement 
and beautification. It was fenced, 
adorned with lawn plots and plants, 
and became the favorite resort and 
recreation spot in the growing city. 
In it was erected the first “liberty 
pole’ on the occasion of a visit to At- 
lanta by ex-President Millard Fill- 
more. He received a great ovation 
and was royally entertained. Other 
distinguished visitors were met in the 
park by popular assemblies and 
notable addresses delivered there. 

Up to the opening of the civil war 
was the park a place of beauty and 
the pride of the people. 
soldiers began to pass through to the 
war fronts the park was the most 
convenient place in wich to bivouae 
and entertain them. Its. beauty soon 
vanished and it became only a camp- 
ground. After the war the ground 
reverted to the Mitchell heirs and 
was sold in lots for the erection of 
business houses. The passing of that 
park was, and is yet, a distinct loss 
to our citizens, for had it been pre- 
served as a park it would be today 
a jewel in the ephods of this prophet 
city of the southeast. 

When Daniel Pittman, in the ‘70's 
became ordinary of the county he be- 
came imp-essed with the need for a 
recreation spot for the people. He 
obtained the consent of the county 
authorities to improve the spacious 
grounds around the court house, now 
the capitol square. ‘The plot was 
improved under the direction of Judge 
Pittman and developed into a favorite 
resort for the people and their chil- 
dren, until taken over for the capitol 
building in the early ’SO's. 


Thereupon, in 1882, that sterling 
pioneer and philanthropic citizen, 
Colonel Lemuel P. Grant, donated 100 
acres of his fine estate on the east- 
ern rim of the city for perpetual use 
by his fellow citizens as a_ publie 
park. The munificent gift was ac- 
cepted, the name of “Grant park” 
the 
gratitude and affection of the peo- 
ple that constant development has 
been given to the property, until it 
now is, aS one may behold it, an 
incomparable estate of sylvan beauty 
and healthful usefulness. 

In the park is one of the preserved 
fortifications of the city during the 
civil war, Fort Walker, and not far 
away is the marked spot where Gen- 
eral MecVherson, of the federal army, 
met his death .in the battle of July 
22, 1864. 


——: 


Hf{ere, also, is the famous Phillipo- 
tesux panorama of “The Battle of 
Atlanta,’ handsomely housed in a 
classic building. It is the only one 
of those great civil war canvasses 
yet on exhibition in our country and 
is annually visited by thousands of 
sightseers from all over the world. 
Here, too, is a zoological collection, 
begun by the liberality of Charles D. 
Gress, and that has grown into far 
greater than local fame. 

Since then the superb Piedmont 
park has been acquired and beauti- 
fied into metropolitan rank and other 
parks of lesser proportions have 
grown into being through the reygi- 
dential expansions of the city. So 
that no one in Atlanta ean now eom- 
plain of lack of parking space, ex- 
cept for his motor ear in the down- 
town streets, there being some 20 
parks and playgrounds in the city, 
valued at more than $2,000,000.

The equestrian statue of General 
Gordon, warrior, senator 
and governor, dominates the city sa- 
lient of the eapitol grounds and is 
declared by artists to be one of the 
finest of its type on the North Ameri- 
can continent. , 
An institution that can be justly 
classified as monumental is “The 
Sign of the Wren's Nest” in West 
End. It is. the home in which Joel 
Chandler Harris, creator of “Unele 
Remus,” lived and did his immortal 
literary work. A memorial associa- 
tion, bearing his name, took over the 
little home and eardens and have pre- 
served them as a perpetval shrine 
for the on-coming generations that 
will ever revel im his humor and folk- 
lore. 

Yet another pro-monument is the 
“Burns Cottage,” the home of the 
turns club of Atlanta. It is the 
only exact replica of the famous cot- 
tage at Avr where “the etern: poet 
of hwnanity” was born that has been 
built anywhere in the world. The 
Burns club was. organized’ in 
by a small company of native: Scotch- 
men living here and others who were 
lovers of the poesy, philosopsy and 
humor of the “Bard of Scotia.” The 
leader of the movement was that pro- 
gressive and popular citizen, Donald 
M. Bain, who is yet with us in ripen- 
ed years and the affection of his ecol- 
leagues *of many years. 

In the Burns cottage many of the 
leading spirits of American and Brit- 
ish letters have been entertained and 
in it may be seen many rare and 
beautiful things commemorative of 
the beloved Bobby. 

Atlanta, ‘therefore, boasts much be- 
sides steel,-concrete and marble, to 
attract and charm the esthetie and 
cultural elements of her population 
and their visitors. 

Art and musical gocieties have. 
marked the upward trend of our peo- 
ple in social life and their love for 
the. things that beautify and dignify 
a community is proverbial, 
have patronized artists of both local 
and national fame and in their homes 
are harbori~~ today many examples 
of the best art of the world. Some 
of her own artists, such as Mrs. — 
Gregory, James H. Moser and Horace 
Bradley won enviable recognition in 
the art circles of the nation.

Men Not Downhearted. 

Despite their experience in mid-At- 
lantie, Tose and his men were not 
downhearted. Chief Engineer James 
Moir still had a pleasantry in him, 

“My only regret,” said Moir as 
he saw in retrospect the events of 
the past week, “is that the Roosevelt 
was ‘dry.’ 

The story of those four terrible days 
of suffering and epie bravery still are 
being told by the men _ who lived 
through them after being almost rec- 
onciled to death. 

When Witanen and Heitman, of the 
Roosevelt's crew, disappeared in the 
wild water during an attempt to reach 
the Antinoe with a manned small 
boat, Captain Fried ordered the 
Roosevelt's flag dropped in salute. 
One of the drowned men had been 
swept past the bow of the Antinoe, 
and the latter’s crew realized the im- 
port of the dipping flag, Straight- 
way the flag of the Antinoe came 
down in. salute. although her crew 
was weakened then by exposure and 
actually was fighting for life. 

Two Have Narrow Escapes. 

Seaman Shipley, of the Antinoe, 
counts this disaster his closest ap- 
proach to death, although he was sub- 
marined twice during the war. Ship- 
ley; was swept off the deck of his 
floundering vessel by a great wave 
and another swept him back again. 
Fireman Mackie went overboard in 
the same manner and similarly was 
returned. 

Women among the Roosevelt's pas- 
sengers made wreaths in honor of the 
dead, and the entire ship’s company 
backed Fried in his gallant effort 
which, of course, endangered the lives 
of all. The passengers raised $1,455, 
of which $500 was given to the fam- 
ilies of each of the dead men; $15 
each to the 20 members of the small 
boat erews, and the remainder divided 
among the Antinoe’s men. 

During the struggle to reach the 
Antinoe with a boat, the passengers 
held a mass meeting and sent an en- 
voy to Fried with the assurance that 
they were with him all the way. T 
morale of the women was high. W 
a heavy lurch smashed crockery 
the dining salon, thev laughed.

The story of Horatius is a legend 
which the Romans were fond of tell- 
ing. The event happened, ‘twas suid. 
back in the times when Rome was 
just getting a good start in the world. 
‘A king had been driven out of the 
feity, and he wanted to come back 
{again and make Rome accept his rule. 
To do’so, he gathered an army from 
Etruria, a country to the north and 
marched down toward the Tiber. 

The people of Rome made ready 
to meet the northern army, but it 
came suddenly and captured the Ro- 
man: fort across the fiver from the 
city. 

Stretching across the ‘Tiber was 
a narrow wooden. bridge. Roman sol! 
'diers were ordered to cut it down, but 
the Etruseans started toward it when 
‘the cutting had hardly begun. 

Out upon the bridge rushed the hero, 
Horatius, with two bold companions. 
They met the vanguard of the enemy, 
and struck right and left with their 
swords, ‘here were thousands of sol- 
diers ‘in front of them, but the bridge 
was so narrow that only three or four 
men eould fight the Roman heroes 
at any one time.

There were others noted for their 
superstitions. I remember one season 
when Ned Hanlon decided to discard 
his straw hat September 5 That aft- 
ernoon we won. Hanlon refused to 
throw away the hat. He kept on wear- 
ing it until we lost a game, and that 
was September 20. The hat had lost 
its charm and Hanlon smashel it. 


Bill Armour, who managed the De 
troit team before I took charge, al- 
ways saw bad luck in butterflies. If 
there was a butterfly in sight when 
the game started Armour figured it 
lost. His players used to chase but- 
terflies before each game, clearing the 
park of them. It was not a bad idea 
at that, because the players would get 
plenty of exercise. 

Superstitions are not confined to 
managers by any means, all ball play- 
ers have them in some degree. be- 
lieve that ball players are the most 
superstitious people in the world. A 
load 7 empty barrels, a load of hay 
and a hunchback carry certain omens 
of good or bad luck. A player may 
put superstition into the most inno- 
cent objects and happenings. 

Personally I do not disapprove of 
this superstition. One of the great 
things in baseball, rather one of the 
most necessary, is confidence. With- 
out confidence no player ever succeed- 
el. He must have complete faith in 
himself to reach the top. If anything 
like a load of hay or a load of empty 
barrels, or one of the thousand and one 
things to which superstition is attach- 
ed, is going to help develop confidence 
in a man, why, let him believe in them. 
The end justifies the means. It may 
be ridiculous to the layman and seem 
extremely silly, but it is invaluable 
to the ball player. 

One of baseball’s most dignified 
personages was Harry Wright, a 
brother of George Wright, the great 
Boston shortstop. Harry Wright 
managed Philadelphia and he could 
look further into a.ball game than 
any man I ever.-met. MBefore the 
game started he had every inning 
figured out and he expected the play 
to go precisely along the lines «he 
planned. 

One time, Edward Delahanty came 
to bat with a man on first. Wright 
told Delahanty to bunt, but Dela- 
hanty swung instead and hit a two- 
bagger. When Delahanty returned 
to the bench Wright said to him: 

“Edward, did I not tell you 
bunt?’ 

“Yes, but what of it? Ain't a 
two-bagger better than any bunt? If 
I bunted, he’d only gone to second 
with one out. By hittin’ a two-bag- 
ger I score him and get to second 
myself, with none out,” answered Dela- 
hanty, but that did not satisfy Wright. 
Hie had other ideals, as his reply to 
Delahanty shows: 


“No, Edward, you are wrong. Your 
two-base hit was not better than a 
bunt. Your failure. to bunt. will 
change this entire game. Had you 
bunted, then in the eighth inning you 
would have come to bat with two or 
three men on bases and then you could 
have hit the ball for two bases and 
scored two or three runs and won 
the game for us.

WILL PROBE SANITY 
OF YOUNG SLAYER 
WHO KILLED TWO 


Springfield, Mo., January 31.—(#) 
County authorities today ordered an 
examination to test the sanity of Clin- 
ton Hollingsworth, 20, who last night 
killed two men, wounded three others 
and, barricaded in his home for more 
than three hours, held a posse of 200 
officers and citizens at bay. 

Tonight, Hollingsworth thought to 
be a maniac, was being guarded in 
the county jail, while an investigation 
into the motive of the killings was 
under way. 

A rumor that a disappointment in 
love and anger at hia parents over 
their refusal to allow him to use the 
family automobile, precipitated § the 
shooting, is being investigated. 

Hollingsworth, who was wounded 
before he finally was captured, was 
said by police to have realized what 
he had done and had told them he 
was sorry. Authorities were unable 
to say tonight whether murder charges 
will be filed aguinst him at once.

Seen in Railroad Mergers 


Such Practices Only Tend | 


To Prolong Transporta- 
tion Problem, Is Senator 
Capper’s Contention. 


BY RK. L. BARKNUM. 

New York, January 831.—A _ year 
ago Senator Capper, of Kansas, per- 
sonally presented to the interstate 
commerce commission a formal pro- 
test against the proposed consolida- 
tion of the Kansas City Southern and 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, con- 
cluding with the statement: 

“The country, in my opinion, is by 
no means committed to the policy 
of railroad mergers and the eventual 
solution of the transportation prob- 
lem, in my judgment, will but be post- 
poned by too precipitate action in the 
direction of transportation mergers, e: 

Senator Capper is not alone in hold- 
ing such views, 

Within the past year the interstate 
commerce Commission has been asked 
to approve the proposed Nickel Plate 
merger. In the long drawn-out testi- 
mony submitted in this case, it was 
made reasonably = plain that New 
York Central and the Van Sweringens 
and their associates would profit by 
the proposed consolidation, whereas 
the actual benefits to the shipping 
and traveling publie which must foot 
the bill and make possible the profits 
to New York and the Van Sweringens 
were vague. 

Following the application by the 
Nickel Plate for authority to go ahead 
with its proposed merger, President 
Loree of Delaware & Hudson appeared 
before the interstate commerce com- 
mission seeking permission to build 
a new railroad across the state of 
Pemmsylvania, supposedly to fit in 
with his plans for merging a number 
of eastern railroads. Other proposals 
for railway mergers followed. Now 
Frisco, owning outright 3,956 miles 
of ruad, is after control of Rock Is- 
land with its 8,031 miles of track. 

Case of Tail Wagging. 

To some people the effort of Fris- 
co’s bankers to acquire control of 
Rock Island for merger purposes ap- 
pears a case of tail wagging the dog. 
But that is not all. The tail of the 
dog in this case has already had two 
‘ans attached to it, one Rock Island, 
which Friseo bankers now propose 
to take over. 

At one time Frisco was part of the 
Atchison system. This consolidation, 
however, yas one of the factors in 
Atchison’s receivership and reorgani- 
zation in 1805. Frisco at the same 
time also went through receivership 
}and reorganization. Only as recently 
as 1916 Friseo again went through 
reorganization following the receiver- 
ship of 1913, resulting from its con- 
solidation with Rock Island. 

William H. Moore, his brother 
James, William B. Leeds and Daniel 
G. Reid, the so-called “Tin Plate 
Kings’ of the west, arrived in- Wall 
street some twenty-five years ago aft- 
er having just sold their tin plate 
plants to the newly formed “United 
States Steel corporation.

financing or operating. 

In characteristic fashion in keeping 
with the times the four Tin Plate 
Kings, out of a job, started in to 
show men like James J. Hill, J. Cas- 
satt, Stuyvesant Fish, how a railroad 
should be run. In a very brief period 
a new Chieago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cifie Railroad company had _ been 
formed with $145.000,000 capital to 
take over old Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific railway. Then a Rock 
Island Company of New Jersey was 
formed to earry control of the newly 
formed Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific railroad. Collateral trust bonds 
secured by deposit of the stock of the 
old railway companay together with 
stock of the New Jersey company were 
sold to the public, control of the whole 
being lodged in 51 per cent of the 
small amount outstanding preferred 
stock of the New Jersey company, 
the common stock haviag no voting 
power. 

Then the four Tin Plate Kings now 
in a job began to do things in the way 
of reaching out for other railroads. 
Control was acquired of Frisco, the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois, the Evans- 
ville & Terre Haute. The final re- 
sult was receivership for every one 
of the six companies named. The net 
result of these receiverships from the 
viewpoint of the public was é¢dnormous 
investment losses and marked deterio- 
ration in passenger and freight serv- 
ice. 

Increased Earning Power. 

Friseo, since breaking away from 
the Rock Island has had a windfall in 
the form of greatly increased earn- 
ing power resulting from the devel- 
opment of the oil industry im Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Indian Territory. Texas and 
other southwestern states. Frisco paid 
its initial dividend on the preferred 
stock in 1924. The first dividend on 
the common was paid in January of 
1925 at the annual rate of 5 per cent. 
Last October the rate was raised to 
7 per cent. The company is now earn- 
ing a substantial margin over its 7 
per cent dividend requirements. For 
Friseo when it is now making money 
for the first time in its long career 
to again be mixed up in a merger 
with Rock Island, which has not re- 
covered as yet from its management 
under the four Tin Plate Kings, ap- 
pears reckless tempting of fate. 

The Sherman anti-trust law was 
passed to prevent industrial companies 
from combining to restrain trade. The 
records show that in passing this law 
congress «did not have the railroads 
inmind. Except.at connecting points 
there is no competiton between the 
railroads and even there competition 
only in service. The Sherman act 
passed over thirty years ago was ap- 
plied to the railroads. first in the 
Northern Securities case in 1902, after- 
wards to the Union Pacific, New Ha- 
ven and other mergers. In the trans- 
portation act of 1920 congress recog- 
nized that a mistake had been made in 
applying the Sherman act to railway 
mergers for in the new law railway 
mergers were not only encouraged but 
demanded, 

There is no question but that the 
public would benefit by railroad merg- 
ers put through for the purpose of 
bettering service. However, railroad 
mergers hased on profits to insiders 
would only result finally it such in- 
vestigations as the interstate commerce 
commission has already made in Alton, 
in Rock Island, in Missouri Pacifie, in 
New Haven, in Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton, , ete. |
